The  Mexican  Flame  Flower  or  Tigridia 


/^\F  SENSATIONAL  flowers  for  rich  and  unique 
coloring,  this  easily  grown  bulbous  plant  is  a 
marvel  that  no  garden  lover  should  be  without. 
It  will  grow  as  readily  as  a  common  gladiolus  bulb 
but  loves  rich  loose  soil  with  plenty  of  water  dur¬ 
ing  the  hot  weather  and  sunny  situation  in  the 
garden  suits  it  best.  Bulbs  may  be  set  out  during 
April,  May  and  June.  Take  them  in  before  frost 
in  late  fall  or  early  winter  and  store  them  the 
same  as  gladiolus  bulbs.  Price  4  bulbs  for  $1.00, 
dozen  $2.50,  postpaid.  Flowers  continuously  from 
June  till  frost.

California  Moss .  Bright  rosy  pink  flowers. 


Cobbea  Vines.  Grows  like  sweet  peas  with  large 
purple  bells. 

Kenilworth  Ivy.  Very  fine  small  leaved  trailer, 
lavender  flowers. 

Trailing  Fuchsias.  In  pink  and  reddish  colors. 

Portulacca,  or  rose  moss.  Very  fine  for  sunny 
spots ;  it  comes  in  many  colors. 

Parlor  Ivy.  A  rank,  profuse  growing  vine  with 
green  foliage. 

T hunbergia;  or  Black  Eyed  Susan  vine.  Neat, 
handsome,  small  vine  bearing  bright  yellow  flowers 
with  black  centers;  some  orange  and  white  colored 
flowers  are  produced  also. 

Sweet  Alyssum.  Double  flowering  trailer,  sweet 
scented  and  very  neat  for  box  and  basket  filling. 

Maurandia.  Small  ivy-like  vine  producing  little 
tubular  snapdragon-like  flowers  in  great  profusion, 
of  rosy  pink  color. 

Trailing  Lobelia  Saphir.  Neat  trailing  lobelia 
with  masses  of  bright  deep  blue  flowers  and  white 
center.  This  is  the  best  of  all  trailing  lobelias.
